RESOLUTION 

No. DGET-3(4)/78-TC. — The need for improving the 
quality of training imparted to the apprentices in various 
establishments and also to the trainees in Industrial Training 
lastitntes was discussed in the 14th meeting of the Central 
Atmrcnticeship Council held at New Delhi on 26th November. 
19/6. The Council felt that the matter required study in 
greater depth and authorised the Chairman to constitute a 
Commlltee of experts for the purpose. This was subsequently 
agreed to by the National Conned for Training in Vocational 
Trades at its 16th meeting held on 15th February, 1977. The 
Government have, therefore, decided to set up a Committee 
to go into the matter and to suggest suitable remedial mea- 
sures. 

2. The Committee will have the following composition —

3. The terms of reference of the Committee wIU broadly 
include the following : — . 

(A) to recommend ways and means to Improve the qua- 
lity of training in the Industrial Institutes. 

(B) to recommend suitable staffing pattern for improving 
the quality of training of apprentices in the esta- 
blishments. 

The details of terms of reference of the Committee would 
be as follows : — - 

(A) Improvement of quality of training. In Industrial 
Training Institutes. 

To review the existing arrangement and to recom- 
mend ways and mean.s of Improving the quality of 
training in the Industrial Training Institutes with 
particular reference to the following : 

(1) Organisational and administrative .stnicture to con- 
duct training programmes in the Industrial Training 
Institutes. 

(2) Present system of trade-testing and certification. 

(3) Financial arrangements. 

(4) Norms for the replacement of machinery and 
equipments, 

(5) Review of trades, period of training and admission 
qualiflcatioiM of the Industrial Training Institutes 
trainees. 

(6) Review of Instructors Training Programme and 
effectiveness of trainiTig in Central Training Instl'- 
tutes. 
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(7) Review of total working hours in the Industrial 
Training Institutes and distribution of the same in 
skill development, related instructions and other 
subjects. 

(B) Improvement of quality Apprenticeship Training 

(1) To review the existing position and to recommend 
suitable staffing pattern for improving the quality 
of training of apprentices in the establishments. 

(2) To examine the organisation, growth and the work- 
ing of the apprenticeship training scheme. 

(a) with special reference to the industries specified, 
trades designated, existing arrangements for 
irpparting Basic Training, Shop-Floor Training, 
Related Instruction and other factors relating 
thereto and assess the extent to which the 
phenomenal expansion of the Scheme during the 
period of Emergency affected the quality of the 
Apprenticeship Training; and 

(b) in the 'light of the requirements that parity 
should be maintained between the number of 
apprentices trained and the possibilities of their 
absorption in regular employment vis-a-vis the 
sustaffied and mowing nee^ of the industry 
for skilled, craftsmen in different trades, and 
recommend remedial measures. 

(3) To suggest a suitable mechanism 

(a) for determining the industries and trades to be 
notified under the Apprenticeship Act, 1961, 
having regard to the national demand for skill- 
ed craftsmen In various Industries and trades 
and the method of assislng such demand; and 

(b) for review of existing industries and trades In 
the light of (2) (a) above. 

(4) To suggest some in-built agency or agencies for 
securing, corrective action as well as furthering the 
growth of Apprenticeship Training Scheme on 
sound modern lines.

The Comimttee will also study and reconrmend 
measures for rc-Orienting both the Apprenticeship 
Training and Industrial Training Programmes to 
subserve the needs of the rural areas of the country 
and for upgrading of skills among persons coming 
from such areas. It will also keep in view the 
special needs for training of women, and. physically 
handicapped persons. 

4. The Headquarters of the Committee will be located at 
New Delhi, 

5. The Commillce is requested to submit its report within 
a period of four months, 

6. The Committee will device its own procedure. It can 
co-opt persons to assist in its functions. It may call for such* 
information and take such evidence as it may consider neces- 
sary, The Minislries/Dcpartmcnts of the Government of 
India will furnish such information, material and documents 
and render such assistance as may be required by the 
Committee. 

7. The Government of India trust that the State Govem- 
ments/Union Territory Administrations, Public and Private 
Sector Undertaking^, organisations of employers and workers 
and all other concerned organisations, associations and insti- 
tutions will extend to the Committee their full -cooperation 
and assistance.
